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II.  DISCUSSION AND PRESENTATIONS 

4. Report by Members Max Huntsman and Vincent Harris regarding the Working 
Group holding Community Meetings.  (15-0598) 

Board Members Max Huntsman and Vincent Harris provided a preliminary 
verbal report regarding holding community meetings.  They suggested 
that at least one community meeting be held in each District, with the 
possibility of two meetings being held in the Fifth District and that the 
Community Meetings will be held in the evening or on weekends. 
 
Board Members Max Huntsman and Vincent Harris informed the Working 
Group that they will provide further details at the next Working Group 
Meeting. 
 
Mark-Anthony Johnson, Michele Zorilla, and Steven Rogers from Dignity 

and Power Now, addressed the Working Group. 

5. Further discussion and/or approval of the responsibilities of the Oversight 
Commission’s mission, authority, structure, relationship to the Sheriff and the 
Office of Inspector General and appointment options of its members:

E. What should be the relationship between the Commission and the  
   Sheriff and between the Commission and the Office of Inspector

The Working Group discussed the proposed responsibilities of the 
Oversight Commission drafted by Chair Dean Hansell based on Member's 
input at the January 30, 2015 Working Group meeting.  They also 
discussed the composition of the Oversight Commission, and Chair Dean 
Hansell added that he will draft various options for review at the next 
meeting. 
 
Chair Dean Hansell presented a draft Mission Statement to the Working 
Group for their consideration.  He will provide a revised Mission Statement 
at the next meeting incorporating the suggested revisions discussed by the 
Working Group. 
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Insung Phil Cho, Asian Coalition, Ben Poor, Black Jewish Justice Alliance, 
Evan Bunch, Steven Rogers and Michele Zorrilla, Dignity and  

Power Now, addressed the Working Group. 
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6. Report by County Counsel on Roles and Responsibilities of other Los Angeles 
County Boards and/or Commissions that involve the Sheriff's Department.

Elizabeth Cortez, County Counsel, reported on the roles and 
responsibilities of other Los Angeles County Boards or Commissions that 
may involve the Sheriff's Department. 
 
Board Member Vincent Harris requested County Counsel to report back the 
amount that is currently held in the Inmate Fund maintained by the Inmate 
Welfare Commission. 
 
Chair Dean Hansell requested copies of the Sybil Brand Commission 

Annual Report.
